as defined by economic stand- 
ards, and that Is the only stand- 
ard the Great Soceity is using 
in its primarily if not totally 
materialistic approach. But tf 
the present trend continues, the 
group that really will be elimi- 
•}ated is the "middle class," 
those who earn from, say, $8,000 
to $15,000 a year. It is on this 
jsroup that the income tax bur- 
den falls heaviest, 


It will bear the greater share 


of any tax increase the adminis- 
tration may shove through Con- 
gress this year, or next year at 
the latest. It will pay for ex- 
pansion of Medicare and higher 
old age benefits. This group 
Jroduces the largest number of 
homeowners, college graduates, 
etc., and it takes every cent the 
ftead of the household earns. A 
major illness, catastrophic fire 
or a serious accident can put 
such a man so far into debt as 
to be "de facto" indigent. Yet 
he is not eligible for any sort of 
assistance except what he can 
scrounge in loans from his bank, 
by borrowing on his insurance 
and the like. The federal gov- 
ernment won't even give him1 
f break or so much as a delay 


n his income taxes. 
If he is on a salary his e m - 


ployer is required by law to 
withhold1 from 10 to 20 per cent 
or more of his income and turn 
it over to the state and federal 
governments. He is paying for 
retirement and medical care for 
|lderly persons while the odds 
are against his living long 
enough at today's pace to collect 
giose 
benefits 
himself. The 


Great Society, it seems, is dedi- 
cated to bringing the poor, both 
the h e l p l e s s indigent and 
the deliberately indolent, up to 
middle class standards. It now 
appears that rent subsidies, for 
a select few to start, enabling 
them to move into middle class 
iieighborhoods with the govern- 
ment paying the difference be- 


i tjveen 25 per cent of their income 


nd the rent on their homes, 
are assured. 


The next step in this methodi- 


cal madness probably will be 
guaranted incomes, with the 
government providing the dif- 
ference

ible or willing to work and earn 
what the bureaucrats consider 
a median standard of living. 
*fhus will be created by federal 
subsidy of the individual a new 
middle class, living not by bread 
alone but on cake provided with 
tax money produced by the 
sweat of the brows of others. 


Since it is written that the 


poor we will always have with 
iis, it looks like these in the 
future may be those who are 
now in the middle income brack- 
ets. They simply can't stand the 
cost of the welfare state, on top 
of caring for themselves and 
their own. Yet, nobody feels 
sorry for them. Non-earners and 
lesser-earners envy them as hav- 
ing "it made." They are expect- 
ed to contribute generously to 
any and every cause, and they 
|get no sympathy when they give 
less than is asked or regretfully 
decline. Even the vote^seeking 
politicians all but ignore them, 
unless they happen to belong to 
labor unions, 


As for the administrators of 


the Great Society, the salaries 
fixed; for the primary' and sec- 
ondary echelons of command 
in the war on poverty place them

Johnson Signs 
Rent Subsidy 
Bill Into Law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson signed into law 
today the first financing for the 
controversial rent subsidy and 
National Teacher Corps pro- 
grams, and said they will help 
"take the light to all the dark 
places in this nation." 


A year after the two pro- 


grams were authorized, Con- 
gress voted $12.1 million for the 
rent subsidy plan to improve 
the housing of poor families and 
$9,5 million for a teacher corps 
to operate in slum schools. 
These sums are part of a $2.8- 
billion supplemental appropria- 
tion Johnson signed to finance 
a host; of federal agencies dur- 
ing the remaining weeks of the 
iiacal year that ends June 30. 


The President signed the leg- 


islation at a rose garden cere- 
mony outside his office in the 
presence of Vice President Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey, 
several 


Cabinet officers ana leaders of 
Congress. 


To the congressional repre- 
sentatives, he voiced a special 
plea—to make available "the 
funds we need — and we des- 
perately need tfiem — for the 
teacher corps" next fiscal year.
